4  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Abraham  Lincoln,   is  hereby 

5  made  a  legal  holiday  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be 

6  known  as  Lincoln's  Birthday,  and  in  its  observance  and 

7  effect  it  shall  be  subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  applicable 

8  to  holidays  within  said  District.
